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PRESIDENT’S  FOREWORD 


In  my  1982  foreword  I informed 
members  that  the  Board  was 
considering  a new  programme 
involving  ongoing  care  for  the 
multi-handicapped  young  people 
who  had  completed  their  schooling 
in  the  Special  School.  This  proposal 
has  now  come  to  fruition. 

During  this  financial  year  the 
Board  resolved  to  provide  an 
ongoing  Domiciliary  Care 
Programme  and  Activity  Therapy 
Facilities  for  young  multi- 
handicapped  adults  up  to  their 
attainment  of  25  years  of  age. 

The  programme  began  operating 
in  May  of  this  year.  It  was 
established  as  part  of  our  nursing 
home  accreditation  and  provides 
for  25  persons  in  single,  double  and 
triple  boardroom  accommodation. 

Due  to  the  notable  decline  in  the 
number  of  deaf  children  requiring 
accommodation  at  the  Centre  and 
also  in  the  number  of  blind 
children  requiring  accommodation, 
quite  large  areas  of  the  buildings  at 
North  Rocks  were  not  being  fully 
utilised. 

The  number  of  multi- 
handicapped blind  children  in  need 
of  assistance  has  shown  a steady 
increase  since  the  Institute  began 
the  pilot  programme  in  1974  and 
that  trend  continues.  However, 
accommodation  for  these  young 


people  has  been  specially  provided 
in  new  buildings  to  accommodate 
the  nursing  home  and  the  Special 
School  for  multi-handicapped  blind 
children. 

Nevertheless,  the  establishment 
costs  were  heavy:  $413,000  was 
expended  to  rehirbish  one  of  the 
original  buildings  erected  in  1962  at 
North  Rocks  made  available  by  the 
changed  use  to  which  I have  referred. 
A further  $42,000  was  spent  for 
equipment,  furnishings,  etc. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  the 
programme  has  now  been  officially 
opened  by  His  Excellency  The 
Governor-General  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Australia,  Sir 
Ninian  Stephen,  and  took  place  on 
September  16th. 

It  has  been  decided  to  transfer  all 
members  of  staff  from  ‘Walkley 
House!  St.  Leonards,  to  North  Rocks 
in  the  second  half  of  1984.  Before 
taking  this  decision  the  staff  of  the 
Institute  based  in  ‘Walkley  House’ 
were  consulted.  It  appears  that  the 
change  would  not  result  in  the  loss 
of  staff. 

Accommodation  for  the 
transferred  staff  will  be  provided  by 
refurbishing  some  of  the  present 
buildings  presendy  not  being 
utilised  to  advantage,  rather  than  by 
erecting  any  new  buildings.  It  is 
expected  that  this  decision  will 


result  in  a considerable  saving  in 
cost. 

When  the  move  is  completed,  all 
members  of  staff  will  be  available  at 
the  Deaf  and  Blind  Childrens 
Centre  at  North  Rocks  where  the 
major  proportion  of  the  Institute’s 
work  is  carried  out.  The  future  of 
the  excellent  premises  of  ‘Walkley 
House’  in  St.  Leonards  has  not  yet 
been  resolved.  I will  be  able  to 
inform  members  on  what  has  been 
proposed  for  ‘Walkley  House'  in  the 
next  Annual  Report.

Swaine  House 

With  the  increase  in  demand  tor  the 
services  of  the  Institutes 
Computerised  Braille  Production 
Service  it  became  apparent  that  the 
department  had  outgrown  the  area 
provided  at  Walkley  House. 

A decision  was  made  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  in  1981  to  build  an 
extension  to  the  Administration  Block 
at  the  North  Rocks  Centre. 

In  addition  to  the  Computerised 
Braille  Production  Department, 
planning  also  included  the  provision 
of  office  space  for  Welfare  Officers, 
Parent  Counsellors,  North  Rocks 
senior  administrative  staff  and 
promotions  staff. 

A Hearing  Centre  to  be  conducted 
by  the  National  Acoustic  Laboratories 
was  also  provided  to  service  die  needs 
of  children  at  the  Centre  with  hearing 
problems.  This  included  die 
construction  of  a soundproof  boodi  to 
enable  die  Paediatric  Audiologist  to 
conduct  hearing  tests  on  the  premises. 

The  new  building  was  officially 
opened  on  Saturday,  l4di  August,  1982 
by  the  Honourable  Wal  Fife,  M.P,  who 
was  at  that  time  Minister  for  Aviation  in 
the  dien  Commonwealdi  Liberal 
Government  and  formerly  Minister  for 
Education. 

The  building  was  named  “Swaine 
House”  in  memory  of  the  late  Stanley 
Swaine  and  in  recognition  of  his 
devoted  and  distinguished  record  of 
service  to  the  Insutute  as  Chief 
Executive  from  1957  to  1981. 

In-Service  Staff  Training  Course 

After  several  years  of  research  and 
based  on  information  obtained  from 
a survey  of  staff  training  needs,  die 
Institute,  this  year,  commenced  a two 
year  non-formal  mandatory  in-house 
training  course  for  all  staff  working 
with  multi-handicapped  blind 
children. 

Each  member  of  staff  is  required  to 
attend  staff  training  for  one  hour  per 
week  during  which  time  lectures  and 
practical  demonstrations  are  given  in 
relation  to  the  education  and  training 
of  multi-handicapped  blind. 

These  lectures  are  given  both  by 
professional  staff  employed  by  the 
Institute  and  guest  lecturers  from 
tertiary  institutions  or  other  agencies 
for  the  handicapped. 

Many  factors  prompted  the  Institute 
to  design,  develop  and  implement  its 
own  Staff  Training  Programmes. 
Existing  courses  offered  by  Australian 
educational  bodies  do  not  cater  for  the 
unique  combination  of  training  needs 
required  by  professional,  para 


professional  and  Care  Staff  working 
with  multi-handicapped  blind 
students.

Handicapped  Blind  Children  is  the 
Co-ordinator  of  die  Staff  In-Service 
Training  Course  and  is  commended 
for  die  highly  professional  application 
he  has  brought  to  die  series  of 
one-hour  lectures. 

The  Board  thanks  Mr.  Paul 
Hookham  and  his  staff  at  Telprom, 
Channel  TEN  for  dieir  assistance  in  the 
production  and  editing  of  a number  of 
video  documentaries  used  in  die 
training  programmes.

Career  Education 

This  programme  conducted  joindy 
by  die  N.S.W  Department  of  Education 
and  the  Institute  is  making  an 
important  contribution  to  the  furdier 
training  of  blind  and  visually  impaired 
young  people  and  acts  as  a transition 
between  school  and  the  work  place. 

Young  men  and  women  receive 
help  to  improve  their  work  skills,  gain 
work  experience  and  subsequently 
work  placement. 

Their  ability,  social  and  personal 
development  is  closely  and  continually 
assessed. 

The  programme  encourages  young 
people  to  ultimately  live 
independently  whilst  taking  their 
place  in  the  community  and 
maintaining  permanent  work. 


Welfare  Officers 

Important  guidance  and 
counselling  is  available  and  provided 
by  the  Institute’s  Welfare  Officers  to  all 
families  and  children,  both  pre-school 
and  those  receiving  the  services  of  the 
North  Rocks  Centre. 

They  are  often  die  first  point  of 
contact  with  parents  of  sensorily 
handicapped  children  and  strive  to 
ease  any  problems  which  may  develop 
within  die  family  and  outline  facilities 
and  resources  available  at  the  Centre. 
As  well  they  give  detailed  advice  on  al 
available  government  assistance. 

The  Welfare  Officers  maintain  this 
vital  contact  with  parents  and  children 
liaising  with  other  health  welfare 
services  for  supportive  and 
professional  help  when  required. 

The  services  of  our  Welfare  Officer 
are  available  to  all  children  on  the 
campus  providing  information  and 
assistance  on  a variety  of  subjects. 

During  each  vacation  they  organist 
camps  for  deaf  and  blind  children 
which  add  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
youngsters,  with  emphasis  on  mobilit 
and  socialisation  in  the  community 

To  Mrs.  Jenny  Hoare,  Mrs.  Richelle 
Arnott,  Miss  Toni  Bates,  and  our 
Welfare  Officers  in  Wollongong,  Mrs. 
Audrey  Scruby,  and  Newcastle,  Mrs. 
Judy  Sharman,  our  thanks  for  your 
great  commitment  and  support  to  so 
many  families  and  children  in  this 
State. 

Paediatric  Audiology  Unit 

The  audiological  welfare  of 
approximately  120  children  at  die 
North  Rocks  Centre,  who  suffer  from 
various  hearing  problems,  has  greatly 
improved  with  the  introduction  last 
year  of  a special  Hearing  Centre  in 
Swaine  House,  under  the  direction  ol 
die  National  Acoustic  Laboratories  of 
the  Commonwealth  Department  of 
Healdi. 

This  Paediatric  Audiology  Unit  is 
conducted  by  resident  Paediatric 
Audiologist  Mrs.  Mandy  Hill  of  the 
National  Acoustic  Laboratories. 

Children  are  tested  on  a regular 
basis  and  as  their  files  are  available  at 
the  Centre,  an  on-going  programme 
has  been  organised,  which  involves 
fitting  of  hearing  aids,  production  of 
new  aids  and  maintenance  of  diis 
equipment.  Arrangements  can  easily 
be  made  for  minor  repairs  when 
required. 

Mrs.  Hill  is  also  able  to  arrange  a 
variety  of  tests  when  necessary,  withir 
the  soundproof  boodi,  which  was 
installed  by  the  Institute  for  this 
purpose. 
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Wo  also  acknowledge  with  thanks 
the  service  given  to  the  children  by 
former  Paediatric  Audiologists  at  the 
Hearing  Centre,  Mrs  Robyn  Chew  and 
Mrs  Sharan  W'estcott. 

To  our  Honorary  Consultant  in 
Hearing.  Mr.  R.A.  Piesse,  and  to  our 
Honorary  Audiologist,  Mr.  P Dermody, 
we  give  thanks  for  their  readily 
available  Consultative  services.

1 Jespite  the  economic  downturn 
and  w idespread  problems  of 
unemployment  in  the  area,  the 
Administrator  of  the  Newcastle  Office, 
Mr.  Colin  Sty  nun  recorded  excellent 
support  from  the  community  and  we 
sincerely  thank  him  and  staff  members 
associated  with  the  branch  for  another 
y ear  of  sterling  service  to  the  Institute 
and  to  the  local  parents  and  children 
who  receive  our  assistance. 

He  continued  his  ever  helpful 
liaison  with  the  very  active  Committees 
and  Auxiliaries  of  the  Institute  in  the 
district. 

The  Illawarra  Region  also  suffered 
well  publicised  problems  similar  to 
those  encountered  in  Newcastle 
during  the  year.

Joint  Programme  with  Macquarie 
University 

The  research  endeavours  in  our 
Special  School  for  Multi-Handicapped 
Blind  Children  continued  fruitfully 
throughout  the  year.  The  Board  of 
Directors  believe,  that,  as  one  of  the 
specialists  in  the  world  in  the  field  of 
visually  handicapped  children  with 
additional  handicaps,  on-going 
research  therein  is  an  important 
adjunct  to  the  work.

Bernie  Thorley  of  Macquarie 
University's  School  of  Education  who 
are  closely  involved  directing  and 
advising  within  the  programme  we 
extend  our  sincerest  thanks. 

.And  as  well  to  the  University 
research  coordinators  John  Beedham, 
Tina  Binepal,  Joan  Jardine  and  the 
Master  of  Arts  students  and  our  own 
Special  School  teachers,  Elizabeth 
Carlin  and  Karen  Dolan,  and  teacher 
aides,  Lee  Hartnett,  Betty  Bonser,  Julie 
Saunders.  Wendy  Todd.  Lyn  Griffiths 
and  Elizabeth  Toohey 

.All  gave  valuable  input  to  the 
research  programmes  during  the  year. 


Six  curricula  for  severely  and 
multi-handicapped  children  have  been 
developed  and  published  jointly  by 
Macquarie  University  and  the  Institute 
and  are  being  purchased  by  special 
schools  and  tertiary  institutions 
throughout  Australasia. 
Computerised  Braille  Production 

June  1983  marked  five  years  of 
service  by  the  Institute  s Computerised 
Braille  Production  Department.  It  was 
a year  of  continued  growth, 
development  and  outreach  of  the 
braille  transcription  service,  with 
highlights  which  included: 

The  opening  of  Swaine  House. 

The  installation  iff  additional 
equipment. 

The  introduction  of  a new  Personal 
Document  Service. 

A visit  to  North  America  by  the 
Manager,  Bill  Jolley. 

152  new1  titles,  comprising  636 
braille  volumes,  were  completed  in 
the  year,  along  with  a further  319 
volumes  of  miscellaneous  material.  Of 
these  152  books,  many  were  children’s 
story  books,  others  were  school  texts 
and  the  remainder  were  books  of 
general  interest.  Among  the 
miscellaneous  material,  there  were 
class  notes  for  blind  children  in 
ordinary  schools,  together  with 
magazines  and  newsletters  for 
organisations  of  blind  people,  cricket 
and  football  fixtures,  and  documents 
of  personal  interest  to  blind 
individuals  such  ;ts  knitting  patterns. 

During  the  year,  the  Department 
served  a total  of  58  clients,  30  of  whom 
were  outside  N.S.W  Most  of  the  braille 
was  produced  for  pupils  of  the  North

Rocks  Central  Schixtl  for  Blind 
Children  or  for  blind  students  who 
have  been  integrated  into  ordinary 
schools  throughout  New  South  Wales. 
Notable  among  the  b<x>ks  that  were 
transcribed  into  braille  were  the 
children's  books  awarded  prizes  by  the 
Childrens  Book  Council  ot  Australia, 
as  well  as  the  short  list  of  contenders 
for  the  “Braille  Book  of  the  Year' 
awarded  by  the  Braille  and  'Diking 
Book  Library  in  Victoria  This  year's 
winner  was  “Robert  J.  Hawke-A 
Biography"  by  Blanche  D Alpuget 
A new'  printer  was  added  to  the 
computer  system  during  the  year,  to 
enable  the  Computer  Operations 
Supervisor  to  meet  the  increasing 
work  load  and  the  demand  for  printed 
catalogues  of  the  braille  book- 
available  from  tlie  Institute. 

The  year  also  saw  the  introduction 
of  a Personal  Document  Service, 
wherein  the  Institutes  Braille 
Transcription  Service  was  promoted  to 
blind  individuals,  their  families  and 
friends,  and  self-help  groups.  This 
service  attracted  clients  from  all  round 
Australia,  and  evoked  interest  from  as 
far  afield  as  West  Germany  and  Hong 
Kong.  Tire  service  is  comparatively 
expensive  for  the  Institute  to  operate, 
but  nonetheless  it  is  deemed 
necessary'  in  view  of  the  commitment 
to  provide  handicapped  people  w ith 
high  quality  services,  irrespective  of 
their  capacity’  to  pay. 

As  was  noted  in  last  year's  annual 
report,  the  Department  was  relocated 
to  the  Deaf  and  Blind  Children's 
Centre  in  April  of  1982. 

In  August-September  1982.  Bill 
Jolley,  the  Department's  Manager, 
visited  United  States  and  Fiji,  primarily 
to  attend  the  International  Conference 
on  English  Braille  Grade  2.  which  was 
held  in  Washington  DC.  .As  a user  of 
braille,  as  well  as  the  Head  of  a Braille 
Production  Department.  Bill  was  well 
placed  to  contribute  to  the  Conference 
as  a member  of  the  Australian 
delegation  of  four  persons.  The 
Institute's  Braille  Editor.  Hans 
Ledermann,  attended  the  Conference 
as  an  observer.  Bill  spent  a further  two 
weeks  in  visits  to  other  braille 
production  centres  and  companies 
developing  equipment  to  give  blind 
people  access  to  computers  Upon  his 
return,  he  was  able  to  recommend  on 
future  developments  and  directions 
for  the  Institutes  Braille  Production 
Department.  As  well  to  note  with  some 
pride  that  the  Institute's  service 
compares  very  favourable  tn  respect  of 
its  high  quality  and  efficiency

report  of  the  honorary  treasurer 


1 am  pleased  and  grateful  this 
year  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  on 
the  Institutes  continued  favourable 
financial  situation,  as  income  levels 
have  again  kept  pace  with 
expanding  services’  expenditure. 

This  result  is  particularly 
encouraging  when  it  is  considered 
that  it  was  achieved  in  the  midst  of 
one  of  Australia’s  worst  recessions 
for  many  years.  It,  therefore,  would 
be  remiss  of  me  not  at  the  outset  to 
record  my  sincere  thanks  to  all 
those  who  contributed  towards 
such  a remarkable  achievement. 

In  analysing  this  years  financial 
result  we  again  have  to  contend 
with  differing  comparative 
reporting  periods  as  die  1982 
figures  were  for  a nine  month 
period.  To  overcome  this  problem, 
where  necessary,  die  1982  results 
have  been  projected  onto  a full 
twelve-month  basis  in  an  attempt  to 
establish  comparable  percentage 
variations. 

Total  expenditure  at  $5,965,741 
represents  a 6%  increase  over 
projected  expenditure  for  the 
previous  period.  Such  a minimal 
increase  is  in  marked  contrast  to  last 
year’s  percentage  increase  of  23% 
and  is  due,  principally,  to  our  wages 
cost  stabilizing  somewhat  in  line 
with  the  nauonal  wages  pause. 
Overall  staff  numbers  remained 
reasonably  static  as  well.  Reduced 
allocations  to  provisions  w'ere  also 
contributory  factors  towards  cost 
control. 

From  die  accompanying  table 
you  will  note  diat  administration 
expenditure  has  actually  decreased 
by  4%.  This  is  due  to  our  policy'  of 
not  replacing,  where  possible,  staff 
who  voluntarily  terminate  their 
employment  widi  the  Institute.  The 
level  of  expenditure  this  year  has 
been  marginally  affected  by  die 
commencement  of  die  Activity 
Therapy  Centre  for  young  school 
leavers,  as  die  program  only  started 
in  May  1983-  Activity  Therapy  Centre 
staff  now  consist  of  a Manager,  two 
Occupational  Therapists  and 
fourteen  Assistants.  The  full  effect  of 
these  salary'  costs  plus  odier 
associated  recurrent  costs  will, 
however,  be  felt  in  next  year’s 
results.  We  are  hopeful  that  at  least 


part  of  diis  increased  recurrent 
expenditure  will  be  funded  under 
the  Department  of  Healdi  Deficit 
Finance  scheme. 

Finally,  in  relation  to 
expenditure,  it  is  wordi  noting  that 
next  year’s  transfer  of  St.  Leonards 
administration  staff  to  Nordi  Rocks 
will  provide  an  opportunity  to 
further  review  and  reorganise  our 
administrative  structure  in  an 
endeavour  to  minimise  overhead 
expenditure. 

Financial  management  will,  in 
particular,  gain  from  centralisation 
at  Nordi  Rocks,  due  to  die 
elimination  of  duplicated 
accounting  procedures  and,  more 
importantly,  being  closer  to  die 
children  w-e  help. 

Income  and  capitalised  legacies 
from  all  sources  have  only 
marginally  increased  by  3%,  such  an 
increase  again  being  based  on 
projected  figures  for  last  \7ear.  Our 
two  major  sources  of  income 
continue  to  be  fund  raising  and 
government  support,  with  fund 
raising  still  contributing  at  43%,  die 
most  funds  towards  our  activities. 

The  fact  that  our  major  support  is 
still  coming  from  our  friends, 
members  and  benefactors  is  a very 
welcome  indication  to  us  of  the 
degree  of  public  support  and 
acceptance  for  our  programs.  This 
ongoing  public  support  indeed 
makes  us  all  very  conscious  of  die 
necessity7  to  maintain  die  same  high, 
and  currently  relevant  standards  of 
care  for  the  children  and  young 
people  placed  in  our  charge.  Many 
thanks  are  expressed  to  all 
contributors  towards  diis  wonderful 
record  of  effort. 

Government  sources  provided 
38%  of  total  income  and  increased 
by  22%  in  dollar  terms  over  the 
previous  year.  Virtually  die  single 
reason  for  this  increase  was  funding 
for  our  Multi-handicapped  Blind 
Childrens  Nursing  Home.  Total 
Department  of  Health  deficit 
finance  was  $1,476,697  which  is 
now  only  second  to  the  sum  of 
capitalised  and  revenue  legacies  as 
the  single  largest  source  of  income. 
This  increase  is  not  due  to  any 
change  in  die  Department’s  funding 
policy7  but  results  simply  from 


increased  allowable  Nursing  Home 
expenditure  in  line  with  increased 
overall  costs  and  bed  occupancy 
rates  for  die  year.  There  was  an 
amount  included  in  die  above 
figure  of  $153,000  which  represents 
a departmental  adjustment  for  die 
previous  year’s  Deficit  Financing. 

For  some  time  now,  the  Institute 
has  been  endeavouring  to  build  its 
investment  income  to  cushion 
cyclical  variations  in  revenue.  This 
year’s  investment  income  increased 
by  35%  to  $816,695  but  still  only 
represents  11%  of  total  income.  It  is 
obvious  diat  investment  income  will 
never  be  at  a sufficient  level  to 
replace  significant  reductions  in  our 
odier  more  important  income 
sources.  An  instance  diis  year  of  a 
material  fall-off  was  in  die 
Modierhood  Quest  which  has  been 
an  eminently  successful  promotion 
for  over  a decade.  Income  from  this 
source  fell  to  some  degree  diis  year 
which  can  be  directly  attributed  to 
the  difficult  economic  times 
experienced  in  die  community. 

Investment  income  will  gain  as 
well  from  the  transfer  to  North 
Rocks  of  our  administrative 
operations.  The  vacated  Walkley 
House  building  will  be  put  to  some 
investment  usage  in  a form  as  yet  to 
be  decided  by  our  Board  of 
Directors. 

I would  like  to  conclude  by 
thanking  management,  staff  and  all 
our  voluntary  workers  for  the 
excellence  and  effort  displayed  in 
their  work  during  the  year.  I am 
confident  diat  we  will  be  well  able 
to  cope  with  the  increasing 
demands  being  placed  on  the 
Institute  widi  such  a dedicated 
group  of  workers  supporting  our 
children.
